Few  intelligent  people  look 
condescendingly  at  “uneducat¬ 
ed  preachers”  who  are.  trying 
now  to  equip  themselves  as  best 
they  can,  but  nearly  alt  thinking 
people  are  disgusted  with  "ig¬ 
norant  preachers"  who  are  ig¬ 
norant  and  proud  of  it.  A  dis¬ 
ciple  is  a  learner  if  he  is  a  dis¬ 
ciple  at  all.  With  so  many  helps 
available,  It— is  no  longer  excus- 
•nid  for  a  preacher  to  have  no 
formal  training.

Third,  because  of  what  the 
Bible  teaches  about  it.  Habak- 
kuk  2:15.  Says  “Woe  unto  hin^, 
that  giveth  his  neighbor  drink.” 
Could  we  not  paraphrase  woe 
be  the  person  or  the  state  that 
gives  his  neighbour  drink?  I 
trust  that  something  can  be 
done  to  cause  our  Governor  to 
recant  before  this  has  gone  too 
far.

One  of  the  surprising  facts  turned  up  in  the  study  is 
that  one  half  of  all  U.  S.  church  members  marrv  out  of 
their  faith. 

Half  of  these  mixed  marriages  in  the  nation  involve

\  Often  as  not  the  zealous  dis- 
TRnters  have  refused  tu  pay  (he 
tax  and  have  been  jailed,  had  I 
their  property  confiscated,  and 
otherwise  have  suffered  perse¬ 
cution. 

Although  the  laws  have  been 
amended  several  times  in 
recent  years  and  certain  exemp 
(ions  are  now  allowed,  Baptists 
continue  to  protest  vigorously 
any  restrictions  which  limit 
their  religious  liberty. 

Baptists  have  presented  a  pe-  j 
tttlon  to  the  Massachusetts  Gen 
oral  Court  asking  for  “perpetu¬ 
al  exemption  to  all  Baptists  and 
their  congregations  from  all 
ministerial  rates  whatsoever.”  j 
The  petition  also  asks  for  the  j 
recovery  of  property  and  other  : 
losses  sustained  by  Baptists  be 
cause  of  their  religious  convic¬ 
tions.
